FALLACIES ABOUT HAIR 
DISPELLED BY SCIENCE 


sat a little quiz about human 
air: 

Does shaving make hair grow 
coarser? 

Does shaving make hair grow 
faster? 

Does a beard grow faster in hot 
weather than cold? 

Does each hair keep growing all 
the time? 

Can hair turn white or grey 
overnight? 

The answer each time is no, say 
most of the scientific studies of 
hair. 

Many women refrain from shav- 
ing their legs in belief it will make 
the hair tougher and make it grow 
faster. That's a fallacy. 

And young men, eager to sprout 
a dashing moustache, shave their 


upper lip repeatedly hoping to 
speed the goal, That's also a 
fallacy. 


The complaint of some men that 
their beards grow faster in sum- 
mer than winter also appears un- 
true, Climate has no effect 

Generally, the speed of hair 
growth and type of hair which 
grows in any one area of the body 
do not appear to be influenced by 
outside factors. 

Beard and moustache fanciers 
may be interetsted to knew that the 
average rate of growth of beard 
hair is about 1-64th of an inch a 
day, or about half an inch a month. 
One study reports scalp hair usual- 
ly grows about an inch in 100 days. 

Hair doesn't grow steadily, but 
goes to sleep or rests. All hairs 
have a life span of fairly uniform 
growth, followed by a resting 
period. Then the hair falls out, to 
be replaced by a new hair growing 
from the same hair follicle. Unless, 
of course. you go bald. 

These findings about hair were 
summed up by Dr. Chase B. Jones 
in a radio talk over the General 
Electric Forum program 

Hair color, he explains, is due to 
tiny plement granules in the cor- 
tex of the hair. White hair has no 
pigment granules, 

“Hair does not turn white or grey 
overnight. The granules already 
present in hair do not disappear. 
The greying of hair consists in the 
falling out of pigmented hairs and 
their replacement by hairs contain- 
ing little or no pigment granules. 

Dr. Jones reports that more than 
half of all hairs over most of the 
body are in the resting stage at 
any one time. The growing stage 
thus accounts for less than half the 
life period of most hairs. Hair on 
the head has a relatively longer 
growing period and shorter resting 
stage than body hair, while beard 
hair seems to be in the growing 
stage most of its lifespan.

A cross-section of scalp hair is 
usually oval. but beard hair comes 
in a vast assortment, with triang- 
ular cross-sections, kidney-shaped 
sections and many shapes that 
don't fit geometrical patterns.

HOG AND CATTLE PRICES 

The relation between cattle and 
hog prices is now just about at the 
long-time average. Hog prices in 
August of this year were a little 
higher than in August, 1951, while 
cattle prices rave declined about 
25 per cent in each of the past two 
years. 

During the 1914 to 1941 period, 
100 pounds of good steer was on the 
average worth only 75.7 per cent 
as much as 100 pounds of live hog. 
In August of last year the figure 
was 135.6 per cent, indicating that 


beef prices were unusually high in| ~— - 


relation to hog prices. By August 
of this year, with cattle prices de- 
clining and hog prices advancing, 
the figure at 76.1 per cent was back 
to almost normal.
